Go Into Use Feb. 1 


SCHOOL BOARD 
POST GIVEN UP 
BY JAMES WISE 


Final adoption of a city 
parking, meter ordinance, and 
the resignation o James J. 
Wise from the City School 
Board, marked the meeting of 
Elba City Council Monday. 

Council set Saturday, Feb. 1, 
as the date on which autoists 
who park downtown will begin 
te drop their pennies, nickels 
and dimes in the parking met- 
ers for the priviledge of park- 
ing 12 minutes for a penny, 
one hour for a nickel or two 
hours for a dime. 

Stil to be considered by 
council is what to do about in- 
Stalling parking meters around 
the Coffee County Court House. 
This area is not included in 
the ordinance adopted by City 
Council and published else- 
where in this issue of The Elba 
Clipper. Members of Council 
have discussed with members 
of the County Commission a- 
bout including this area in the 
ordinance but so far the two 
governing bodies have not ar- 
rived at an understanding. 

James J, Wise, chairman of 
the City School Board, submit- 
ted his resignation at the 
meeting Monday night. Mr. 
Wise has been a member of the 
board for four and a half years 
and said he is submitting his 
resignation at this time so 
that a successor may be ap- 
pointed in time to familiarize 
himself’ with school operations 
before the end of the present 
school term, 

Before becoming a member 
of the City School Board, Mr. 
Wise was a member of the 
County School Board for seven 
years, 

Council yoted a donation of 
$25.00 to the Boy Scouts.

BUT ONE WEEK 
LEFT TO FILE 
FOR FARM PAY 


January 31, 1958, is the dead- 
line for reporting the cash 
wages paid in 1957 to farm 
employees, Cecil Brown,  Do- 
than District Director, Inter- 
nal Revenue Service, stated to- 
day. 

Farm operators or farm ewn- 
ers who have paid as much as 
$150 in cash wages to any farm 
worker in their employ during 
1957 must file an employer's 
tax and information return 
for such farm employees. They 
must also report each farm 
employee who worked for them 
on 20 or more days during 1957 
regardless of the amount of 
wages if they were figured on a 
time rather than a piece rate 
basis. 

For 1957, the social seeurity 
tax rate is 4 and one hali per 
cent (2 and one-quarter per 
cent each for employer and 
employee), This tax applies to 
cash wages paid to a farm 
worker up to a total of $4u.u 
in the year. The tax amount 
must be entered on Form 943 
(Employers Annual Tax ke- 
turn For Agriculiura: Employ 
ees) together with the total a- 
miount of cash wages paid to 
the farm worker. It is r¢ quired 
that the farm employer do 
this and file the return witn 
the District Director of Inter- 
nol Revenue at 3irmingham, 
Alabama on or before the due 
date mentioned above. 

Mr. Brown points out that 
when a tarm employee meets 
the 20-day a year test the farm 
employer should count only 
days for which the employee 
werks for, cash wages figured 
on a time basis. However, if 
the worker meets this test, the 
farm employer must pay so- 
cial security taxes on all cash 
wages paid the employee dur- 
ing the year (whether on a 
time, piecework, or other ba- 
sis.) 

Farm employees include 
household workers if they are 
employed on a farm operated 
for profit.

RATE INCREASE 
ON NATURAL GAS

Meadows, State 


Mr. Meadows said that one 
of the most frequent weakners 
€s is too many pupils per tea 
cher and too many pupils per 
Class for some classes. The re 
Glonal standard is violated if 
a teacher has more than 16C 
pupils per day in all classes 
combined or more than 40 pu 
pils in any single class, 

Too Many Here 

Elmer Taylor, who resigned 
aS principal January 1, to take 
charge ol vocational education, 
said that in Elba High some 
teachers have as high as 180 
pupils in all classes combined 
and that there are more than 
40 pupils in the physical edu- 
cational classes, 

Mr. Meadows said that poor 
library facilities is another 
frequent weakness. The stan- 
dard requires a trained librar- 
ian for each high school and 
additional trained librarians 
for large high school enroll- 
ments, with at least five times 
as Many library books as pu- 
pils. 

Mr. Taylor said that librar- 
jan duties at Elba High are 
combined with teaching and is 
(herefore a part-time job but 
that the average of tive books 
her pupil is being corrected al- 
though it has not yet been 
inet. This means a representa- 
tive list of books, tive wild 
west books would not meet the 
Standard, for example. How- 
ever, the library room and 
reading and study facilities at 
Elba High are adequate. 

Mr. Meadows said that scien- 
ce laboratory space and labo- 
ratory equipment are a third 
very Irequent weakness and Mr. 
Taylor said this is true here, 

Shortage Here 
The shortage of ‘teachers 


trained in special fields in 
Which they are teaching is an- 
other serious weakness, Mr. 


Meadows said, and Mr. Taylor 
explained that at Elba High 
this is true only in the fields 
of library, science and girls’ 
physical education, 

All of the regional Stan- 
dards could be met if Alabama 
had increased its expenditur- 
€s for education in - keeping 
with its increased per capita 
income, Mr. Meadows said. 
Alabama is now able to provide 
Tunds to meet regional stan- 
CGalds without undue burden 
it the burden were apportion- 
ed on the basis of the state's 
economy, he thinks, 

Alabama has just finished 
the year with an average per 
capita income estimated at ov- 
cr $1,300 per individual com- 
pared to $268 in 1940, but ex- 
penditures for education are 
not five times as great as in 
1940, Mr. Meadows said. 

“What a state thinks of its 
children is reflected in the 
kind of schools it provides for 
them,” said Mr. Meadows. 

City School Superintendent 
S. J. Casey said this is also 
true in Elba. Standards could 
be met with sufficient funds, 
he said.
